WHITES AND BLACKS AT WAR 
FIGHT KILLED AT WILM 


The Political Race Feud 


in North Carolina Cul- 


minates in a Battle in the Streets, in 
Which Eight Negroes Were Slain, 
Two Negroes and Three 
Whites Wounded.

WILMINGTON, N. C., Nov. 10.—In a 


fight growing out of the race trouble in this 
city, about noon to-day eight negroes were 
killed, two negroes and three white men 
wounded. 

The encounter followed 
ment of the white citizens 
supremacy of the white race,’’ carrying out 
the threats made in mass meeting yester- 
day. The trouble began to-day by the 
burning of the office of the Record, the 
negro newspaper, and a later effort to dis- 
arm the negroes all over the city. 

At 7:30 o’clock the negroes, not having re- 
eponded to the demand for the removal 
of the press of the Record, ex-Rep- 
resentative Waddell, the chairman of the 
white committee of 2%, repaired to the 
light infantry armory, where he was to 
meet the citizens by appointment. 

Kight o’clock was the last hour of grace 
for the negroes to reply and that hour 
passed without an answer being received. 
The citizens then waited half an hour for 
reinforcements. In the meantime armed 
men had begun to gather in the wide 
street in front of the armory. They car- 
ried rifies, shot guns and ammunition and 
the assemblage included some of the best 
citizens of the town. 

At 8:30 o’clock the procession headed by 
@x-Represeniative Waddell and the com- 
mittee of 2 moved in the direction of the 
Record printing shop. All along the line 
of the march the procession was’ joined 
by armed citizens» and when the negro 
quarters was reached the negroes could be 
seen a few blocks away running into their 
houses, 

When the crowdarrived in front of the 
Record office, a two-story frame building, 
picket lines were thrown out across the 
6treets and squads of men sent to squares 
in the neighborhood. Leader Waddell, with 
rifle on @is shoulders, went to the door of 
the building and knocked, but there being 
no response the door was s%0n burst cpen. 

The citizens surged into the place and be- 
gan the work of destruction. The furniture 
was broken and thrown into the egtreet, the 
floors ,were gutted of moyables and the 
building was fired and destroye 1, Some one 
turned in a fire alarm, and when the en- 
gines responded the crowd dischargcd their 
weapons and a fusillade of gun and pistol 


Shots, cheers and shoute filled the air. 
THE NEGRO EDITOR FLED. 
The affair was soon over, howevcr, and 
mo one was hurt. The publiscinzg house was 
destroyed,. but the -neighboring property 

Was saved.

sequel of yesterday’s meeting at the coun- 
ty courthouse and that of the committee 
of 2% in the afternoon, as a result of which 
the negroes were given until this morning 
‘to return an answer to the demand for the 
‘removal of the press and the cessation of 
the publication of the Record. 

Last night was an anxious one for the 
citizens in the residence section. About 8 
o’cluck a street car came into the busi- 
ness section and it was reported negroes 
had fired into it and that the passengers 
had returned the fire. A car loaded with 
armed men was soon speeding toward the 
scene of the trouble, but the offenders es- 
caped. 

The entire eastern end of the town was 
aroused and armed men wetfe on the street 
cars and on every corner. In the negro dis- 
trict thirty or forty young negroes were 
assembled, but they were not armed and 
not violent, and the elder men said they 
did not contemplate trouble and sincerely 
hoped for peace. 

ON GUARD ALL NIGHT. 

All night long the whites kept guard 
about the business and residence sections, 
but no incident occurred to disturb the 
night. 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock there were sev- 
eral other skir:nishes. The total casualties 
at 2p. m. were: 

Eight negroes killed, 2 wounded; 3 whites 
wounded, 3 killed. 

About 1:30 o’elock two white men passing 
a house were fired upon. A detachment im- 
mediately surrounded the house and took 
away five negroes. It was at first proposed 
to kill them, but it was finally décided to 
put them in jail. 

Another negro in the house broke and ran 
but before proceeding very far was shot 
down. The ngro who shot Mayo in the first 
encounter was recognized, it was claimed, 
and a detachment found him at his house. 
He was riddled with buliets and left dead. 
The reinforcements from Goldsboro have 
been turned back and the Committee of 
Twenty-five is considering means of pre- 
serving order. The plan most in favor is 
to appoint a subcommittee of six or ten 
men to have supreme charge of the city, 
superceding the Mayor and other authori- 
ties. 

Special trains are being run into Wilming- 
ton from other towns with reinforcements 
of arms. Laurinburg has etarted 150 men, 
and other p!aces have offered help if needed, 
The Light Infantry, a regular State mili- 
tla organization, will probably take com- 
mand of the situation here and its officers 
direct the patroling and guarding of the 
city. It understood that the Governor 
has given his sanction to this plan and if 
carried out it will Nave a salutary effect. 
The local detachment of United States 
naval reserves, in fatigue uniform and drag- 
ging gheir new one-pounder rapid-fire gun, 
are now at the scene of the trouble, to- 
gether with the L_ght Infantry and severa] 
hundred armed cltizens, 

But there nothing to shoot at. 
negroes have disappeared. 


FOUR NEGROES HANGED. 


White Mob at Phoenix, S. C., Speedily 

Avenges the Murder of a Citizen. 

PHOENIX, 8S. C., Nov. 10.—The whites 
are determined to avenge the murder of 
Booz Ethridge by the negroes, the killing 
whom has already resulted in eght 
deaths with two other victims between 
life and death. 

Tuesday night two of th 
eated in the kiling of Ethridge were exe- 
cuted by enraged white men.

SCHOONER MAY BE LOST. 


Iron Cliff Being Pounded to Pieces 
Near a Chicago Breakwater. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—The tow-line of the 
schooner Iron Cliff, which was being towed 
into port to-day by the steamer Iron Duke, 
parted in the’furious northeast gale and 
the schooner drifted rapidly southward. Her 
anchors finaily held when the apparently 
doomed schooner was about 300 feet outside 
the inner breakwater off Van Buren street. 
For two hours three tugs tried in vain to 
pull her into safety, The crew in the mean- 
time had clung to the schooner, although 
seas were rolling over her from stem tu 
stern. Finally signals of distress were 
hoisted and the life saving crew started at 
once for the wreck. The Iron Cliff brought 
a cargo of salt for Joy, Morton & Co. Shie 
is owned by Parker & Miller of Detroit. 

The life-saving crew, with the assistance 
of two tugs, succeeded in saving the crew 
of the Iron Cliff after much hard work. 
Unless the wind and sea abates the schoon- 
er will be lost.

Gale on Lake Erie Is the 
Worst of the Season. 


TWO VESSELS ARE 
REPORTED MISSING. 


 Pstday Will Bea Very Chilly 


STORM, IT IS EXPECTED, WILL 
CONTINUE IN FORCE FOR 
SEVERAL HOURS. 


SCHOONER BREAKING UP 
IN SIGHT OF CHICAGO. 


Lake Michigan Is Also on a Rampage, : 


Sweeping Great Holes in the Sea 
Wall and Ruining Splendid 
Driveways. 


POINT PELEE LIGHTHOUSE, Lake 
Erie, Nov. 10.—The steamer J. P. Donaldson 
lost two of her consorts in a gale at 2 
o'clock this morning s!x miles southeast of 
the Dummy Lighthouse. 

The missing boats cannot be sighted to- 
day, and it is feared they have foundered 
in the gale. 

Each boat carried a crew of about 
men. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 10.—Probably the 
thickest weather of the-season ‘prevailed 
on Lake Erie to-day. A dense fog was ac- 
companied by a heavy downpour of rain. 
Enquiry at the offices of leading vessel 
owners and ship brokers developed that 
while they had received word of a heavy 
gale prevailing on the upper lakes, no dis- 
asters had been reported. The local fore- 
caster states that a heavy northwest gale 
will prevai! over the lower lakes within a 
few hours. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1f{—Lake Michigan. be- 
ing swept by a northeast gale, is tearing 
great holes in the sea wall and the paved 
beach along the lake front. The Lincoln 
Park commiss‘oners had just gotten well 
under way répairing the serious damage. 
done by the storm of Oe, 25, but the heavy 
breakers have now put the whole ‘shore 
line in a worse condition than ever. 

The action of the waves has undermined 
the outer driveway in Lincoln Park. Along 
the north snore dr.ve from Byron street 
south the water ran across the roadway 
and made it impassable. The surf played 
havoc with the sea wall on the lake shore 
drive and ate its way into the dirt em- 
bankment. Several vessels are overdue in 
Chicago and some apprehension is felt for 
their safety. 

The lifeboat was nearly swamped several 
times, but after a long, hard struggle the 
crew succeeded in getting her under the 
lee of the Iron Cliff, which by this time

was nearly waterlogged and evidently s.nk- 
ing. One by one by the séven men com- 
posing the crew of the Iron Cliff jumped 


snto the waves and were dragged into the 
lifeboat. 

Some of the men were unconscious when 
rescued. Soon after the Iron Cliff sank in| 
shallow water.

A cold wave, the coldest of the season, 
to date, in St. Louis Is predicted by Local 
Weather Forecaster Hyatt for Friday. 

The temperature will drop to 25 degrees 
by 7 o'clock Friday morning and it may 
go lower. 

Dr. Hyatt felt that he had fallen from 
grace and he was in an apologetic mood 
when he was seen Thursday. He called at- 
tention to the first-class quality of weather 
he had furnished for the fair and for the 
Horse Show. He didn’t mean to discriml. 
nate against the flower show, he said. 

“TI thought they needed water and I gave 
it to them for two days. I thought water 
was good for flowers. But the florists 
raised a storm of protests and I had to 
alter the programme. 

‘We are done with that rain now. The 
low barometer that gave us all the rain 
is over the East, and it is raining all east 
of the Alleghenies and up in the Lake Re- 
gions. It will be clear and fair now for 
two or three days. 

“This cold wave is following on the heels 
of the low. It had its origin up in the 
Northwest, and it bearing directly down 


upon us. It is cold all over the West and 
Southwest now. The colcest spot on the 
map is North Platte, Neb. At 7 o’clock this 
morning the thermometer registered 6 de- 
grees there. It was below freezing away 
down in Abilene, Tex., this morning. 

“The cold weather. will last but a day or 
two. Then the temperature wil! pegin to 
rise. There is another jlow forming up in 
the Northwest, but i{t cannot reach St. 
Louls befure Saturday. We will have clear 
weather until] then. Perhaps this low will 
be dissipated before it reaches here and we 
may have another beautiful Sunday.”

PARIS, Nov. 10.—The negotiations of the 
Bpanish-American Peace Commissioners 
have arrived at this point: The Americans 
persist in refusing to take over the Cuban 
debt and exact the cession of the Philip- 
‘pines. The Spaniards on their side refuse 
to cede the archipelago. Judging from the 
tone of the Paris newspapers, which un- 
questionably reflect the sentiment of the 
Spanish Commissioners, there is a proba- 
bility of an indefinite halt and a possibill- 
ty of a rupture of the negotiations. 

The French papers are very bitter to-day 
on the course pursued at yesterday’s ses- 
gion, which was devoted entirely to the 
presentation of the American reply to 
Spain's contention that the terms of the 
protocol do not justify the United States in 


demanding the cession of the Philippines. 
Regarding yesterday's meeting the Figaro 


8: 
The American Commissioners contented 
themselves with producing a long memoran- 
dum in English. After having deposited 
| this upon the table they left the task of 
' translating it to the Spanish Commission- 
| ers, apologizing courteously for its length 
and the difficulties of translation, They 
then retired. 

The Petit Bleu says: 

“All diplomatic forms were outraged by 
the Americans at yesterday’s sitting. It is 
customary in such cages to read the mem- 
orandum presented to the other side. The 
Americans, however, contented themsélves 
with throwing it, written in English, upon 
the table.” 

Continuing, the Petit Bleu says: 

“A member of the Spanish Commission 
has remarked that his colleague can never 
admit the claims of America in regard to 
the Philippines. The protocol says the 
treaty of peace shall determine the disposi- 
tion and control of the Philippines, and the 
Americans now claim that ‘disposition’ 
Means that the colony shall be surrendered 
to America. This Spain can never admit.” 

The Petit Bleu expresses its belief in an 
®arly: rupture of the negotiations. 

The Rappel says: “A Spanish Commis- 
sioner has declared that the Spaniards will 
yield only to force in the question of the 
Philippines, The country which § started 
out as the liberator of Cuba now threat- 
ens war, although her demands as to Cuba 
have been acceded to, because she cannot 
annex territory which played no part in 
the bringing on-of the war.. We preferred 
the liberator of Cuba to the oppressor 
of Spain.” 


THE REPLY TO SPAIN. 


American Commissioners Will Hold on 
to the Philippines. 

PARIS, Nov. 10.—The United States com- 
missioners have presented their reply to 
Spain on the contention of the latter that 
the protocol left to Spain full sovereignty 
over the Philippines. It is a refutation of 
the Spanish allegation that because the 
words ‘“‘possession,”’ “ownership” or “‘ces- 
Bion” do not occur in the protocol clause 
touching upon the Philippine Islands, the 


peace commissions have no right to .dis- 
cuss them here, and that even if they did 
so it must be in the light of the alleged 
fact of an exterio-m agreement that Spain’s 
eovereignty should not be impaired: 

The Americans also answered Spain’s 
claim for the restitution to her of public 
and customs collections taken by United 
States officials since the capitulation of 
‘Manila, and made reply to Spain’s claim 
for an indemnity on account of the alleged 
imprisonment by United States authorities 
of Spanish troops in Manila and for the 
subsequent restraint from being of service 
to Spain in the suppression of the insur- 
rection and the preservation of property. 

The American commissioners held that 
there was justification, under the terms of 
the protocol, for the discussion of the fu-* 
ture of the Philippines, and they also 
claimed that the occupation of Manila is 
a military occupation, .which justifies the 
United States in collecting the revenues, 
administering the government ‘and exercis- 
ing all the functions of possession. 

The Americans have made no new prop- 
ositions regarding the possession of the 
Philippines, but confined themselves to a 
discussion of the proposals and assertions 
made by Spain at the previous meeting. 
Just what were the terms of the American 
rejoinder cannot, of course, be ascertained. 
But despite persistent assertions here to 
the contrary, there is no ground, as has 
already been cabled, for the Spanish con- 
tention that the United States acquiesced, 
at the signing of the protocol, in some 
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reservation by Spain of her Philippine sov- 
ereignty. This utterly unfounded rumor is 
now quite well understood to have come 
from a high source not in sympathy with 
the United States. ’ 

On July 26 last the Washington Govern- 
ment received from Spain an inquiry as to 
the basis on which the war might be ter- 
minated. Four days later, or thereabouts, 
the information was forthcoming in a re- 
sponse embodying the terms of the pro- 
tocol, save for the use in the Philippine 
paragraph of the word “possession.” Be- 
fore the response was formally presented 
to M. Cambon, Spain’s representative in 
Washington, he suggested the substitution 
of the word ‘‘dispos tion.” 

The United States Government ac- 
quiesced. The substitution was made, tne 
formal response was delivered to M. Cam- 
bon, who forwarded it to Madrid, and on 
about Aug. 7 Spain forwarded her reply, 
which, as affecting the Philippine ques- 
tion, was evasive or ambiguous, 

The newspapers of this city say the Span- 
ish Commissioners have cause for com- 
plaint against the Americans because the 
latter presented their replies to the Span- 
ish proposals in English and without Span- 
ish translation of the document. There is 
no basis for complaint on the subject. The 
President of the Spanish Commission, Senor 
Montero Rios, and g@udge Day, the Presi- 
dent of the American Commission, agreed 
that, owing to the leneth of the document, 
all concerned might be spared the reading 
of matter which is usually translated in 
writing into Spanish for the benefit of 
Senor Montero Rios and the two members 
of the Spanish Commission who do not 
understand English.

WHEN THE BUGLE CALLS. 


Soldiers Who Have to Fight Against 
Attacks of Cowardice. 
From the London Daily Mail. 
After reading of the brilliant exploits of 
our gallant troops at Omdruman, one may 


be pardoned for doubting the existence of 
cowards in the British army. 

Unfortunately, however, every now and 
then, amid the din and crash of battle a 
recruit is seized with a bit of cowardice, 
which he boldly fights against. The attack 
is oftentimes quite imexplicable, and nearly 
always momentary. 

The majority of men are brave by in- 
etinct, especially when in the thick of a 
fight. There are, of course, exceptions to 
the rule, but generally the -feeling that 
the soldier is not a separate unit, but a 
cog in a vast fighting machine, tends to 
make even the most timorous stand shoul- 
der to shoulder with his comrades. 

Then the fear of being thought afraid 

steels the nerves of many a failing sol- 
dier, and @here is no doubt that the dread 
of the contempt and indignation of his fel- 
lows is a most powerful stimulant. 
Very rarely, indeed, does a British sol- 
dier allow fear to overcome his sense of 
duty, but some old veterans will occasion- 
ally admit that he has known perhaps 
one such instance, and in reply to the ques- 
tion: “How is it we never read of such 
cases?"’ he will answer: “One dead man is 
a small loss to a pegiment. Besides, one 
man running off may cause another to fol- 
low him, and a panic may thus set in.

BANKS CONSOLIDATING. 


A quiet and almost unnoticed movement toward consolida- 
tion is that amonyz the banks. 

In every city large and strong institutions have found it 
profitable to pvol their interests. There have been several 
consolidations und liquidations in St. Louis and Chicago, and 
other cities offer examples. 

The most notable instance of the disappearance of competi- 
tion in banking is the liquidation of 16 banks in Boston, which 
represented a capital of $17,000,000. 

The effect of such liquidation and concentration must be to 
strengthen immensely the institutions which survive, and add 
to their influence in the community. The vast power so grow- 
ing up is practically irresponsible and liable to abuse. Whether 
or not it will be abused depends upon the degree of public 
spirit among the bankers themselves.

ESTIMATE OF 10,000,000 BALES 
SHOWS A DECREASE THIS 
YEAR.

Estimate of Percentages by States—

The Agricultural Department’s tip that 
the United States’ cotton crop this ypar 
would amount to nearly 10,000,000 bales 
reached the Cotton Exchange shortly after 
1 o'clock Thursday through the Post-Dis- 
patch and the traders at once revised their 
views, hitherto based to some extent on 
epeculators’ estimates. ‘ 

“If the Department figures are correct 
the crop will be smaller than last year’s, 
when it was 11,199,000 bates,” said Secretary 
J. N. Wan Hook. “The market to-day 1s 
8  poifts lower, notwithstanding that at 
the close yesterdaygit was up 2 points. 

“The State averages are reported to us 
to-day to be 277 for North Carolina, 245 for 
South Carolina, 183 for Georgia, 1% for 
Alabanm, 229 for Mississippi, 272 for 
fana, 2%) for Arkansas, 212 for Texas, 18 
Tennessee, 2449 for Oklahoma, 325 for Indian 
Territory and 150 for Missouri. These fig’? 
ures refer to the number of pounds of lint, 
or ginned net cotton per acre. In 1896-97, 
the average was 187, in 1897-98 it was 224

HELD TORCHES TO

Tle Refused to Tell Where His Money 
Was Concealed and Was Finally 
Shot by the Bandits.

WASHINGTON, N. J., Nov. 10.—The full 
Getails of the horrible torture suffered by 
old Jacob Ervin, who was murdered by 
robbers has been learned. The old man 
lived alone not far from this place, and had 
the reputation of being rich. 

His six daughters, all married, urged him 
many times to let them care for him, but 
the old man preferred his solitary life and 
would accept nothing of them beyond such 
little attentions as they insisted in showing 
him. Despite his 68 years, Ervin worked 
regularly. He was employed by William 
Shields to care for his horses. He was a 


splendid specimen of manhood, more than 
six feet tall, with hair and beard scarcely 
ray and with muscles which drew admir- 
ng comment from the surgeons who per- 
formed the autopsy. 

His home was a singular one. Every- 
where, except where the murderers tossed 
his few belongings over in a hasty Munt for 
money, there is the utmost neatness and 
many queer little devices for comfort de- 
signed by Ervin in leisure moments, Per- 
haps the strangest thing about the old 
place is the knocker, if it can be called such 
which hangs beside ‘the door. It is made o 
the bottom of a dustpan, and Ervin’s few 
visitors struck upon this with their knuckles 
to attract his attention. 

Old Jaéob went to church on Sunday 
night, and after the service called on John 
Matthews, an old friend. Mr. Matthews 
urged him to sleep there that night, but 
about 11 o'clock he went home. That was 
the last time any of his friends saw him 
alive. What happened between that hour 
and 6:30 yesterday morning, when Jacob 
Ervin was found murdered in his house, is 
told mutely by the evidences of the struggle 
and the tortures which went before his 
death. 

Some time Monday,, probably about 2 
o'clock, for at that hour Ervin’s neighbor 
Was aroused by the furious barking of his 
little dog, two men stole down the railroad 
embankment and approached the house. 
Their purpose was robbery and murder, if 
need be, for one of them carried a b¢ re- 
volver with which Ervin was done to death, 

The nearest house is William Wright's, 
about 200 yards away. The murderers 
probably knéw of Ervin'’s great strength 
and determined character, and were sure 
that they could not rob him without a 
harder fight than they cared about. So 
they decided upon a rush. They took a 
heavy log from Wreht's, heavier than 
‘could be carried by one man, and with 
this between them they went back to the 
house, 

With the log as a reigg bes ram they 
rushed at the door. The woh ae gave 
wav and the door burst inward alf of 
it splintering into bits. The impetus carried 
them over the threshold into the little 
room where the old man lay asleep. They 
aropped their battering ram at the en- 
trance Before he could recover from 
his surprise and get up they selzed Ervin 


house. 


and held him down. One of the men had 
brought an old knotted rope,and with this 
they proceeded to bind Ervin to the bed. 
A pillow was pressed over his head to pre- 
vent him from shouting for help 

Then they must have de nme om money. 
The old man -may have told them that 
he had none, or. as seems likely, from his 
indifference to fear, may have defied them. 
They were not to be balked so_ easily, 
however, and while one man stood guard 
the other hastily ‘ransacked the little 
There were only two rooms and lit- 
tle furniture, and the search did not take 
long. It was fruitless, and then they re- 
eolved to try torture. 

Fire was the nearest means at hand. The 
stove was there with a fire in it, and one 
of the men rolled a newspaper into a torch 
and thrust it upon the coals. His compan- 
fons still ‘held Ervin upon the bed. The 
murderers then brought the flaming news- 
a aed close to the old man’s bare feet. The 
urns upon the soles, which were evident 
at the autopsy, showed how great must 
have been the agony 

Ervin resolved to sell his life dearly. An 
old single barrelled gun stood just inside 
the Noor. Jt had escaped the notice of the 
assassins, It was given to Ervin years ago 
by Roderick Thaw, one of his sons-in-law. 
If he could reach this gun he might shoot 
one of them and, using it as a club, make 
short work of the other.

ground. Ervin did not shoot, for there are 
no marks of shot or powder anywhere in 
the little room. But it is certain that he 
struck blows with the gun as his weapon, 
for the trigger guard was broken from the 
stock and lay beside him when he was 
found. 

The murderers must have been hard 
pressed, for, after the furniture of the 
room had been overturned and broken 
in the struggle one of them drew a pistol 
and fired. So close was the revolver that 
Ervin's srirt wes powder marked and 
burned. Even the flesh shows signs of 
burning where the bullet entered. The bul- 
let struck him in the left shoulder, passed 
through his heart and lodged near the 
skin of the chest. Death must have been 
instantaneous. 

The tall old man fell crashing to _ the 
floor, ores the gun, and the murderers, 
fearing that the sound of the shot would 
attract attention, leaped over the broken 
door and ran. But in their flight is an ele- 
ment of mystery. The old man’s gun has 
disappeared. It was there on Sunday even- 
ing, for Ervin’s little granddaughter saw 
it standing in the corner as asual. Chief 
of Police C. N. Schrope has made a thor- 
ough search of the premises and the ground 
about the house, but the gun is not to be 
found anywhere, Why the murderers 
should have taken it with them is hard to 
understand. Such a weapon would be eas- 
ily recognized and would be dangerous 
property. Chief Schrope believes that the 
men tossed it into the Morris and Essex 
Canal, a few rods away, as they ran, but 
that does not explain why they should 
have taken it from the house, 

The crime was discovered by two neigh- 
bors, who saw the shattered pews on their 
way to work. The old man lay near the 
door, among the charred embers of the pa- 
per which had been used to torture him. 

The murderers overlooked $12, his last 
month’s wages, which was in Ervin’s 
pockets, together with a silver watch and 
a pocket knife. The crime is supposed to 
have been the work of tramps, who have 
infested Washington lately. Several bur- 
glaries and smaller crimes have been com- 


mitted by them.

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ENGLAND LETS 
EGYPT ALUN 


No Meve Toward a Protec- 
torate Will Be Made Now. 


SALISBURY’S OFFICIAL 
DECLARATION MADE. 


HIS SPEECH AT THE LORD MAY- 
OR’S BANQUET DISAPPOINTS 
THE PEOPLE. 


SIGNIFICANT REFERENCE 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 


The Premiér’s Effort to Explain the 
Unusual Military and Naval Ac- 
tivity in Great Britain Falls 
Short of the Mark. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—England does not at 
this time propose to declare a protectorate 
over Egypt. The Land of the Khedive will 
be permitted to remain as it is now, with 
England's hand stietched over it, but with- 
out a formal declaration of a protectorate. 

This policy was declared last night by 
Premier Salisbury in a speech at the Lord 
Mayor's banquet, for which all England— 
and all Europe as well—was waiting. 

lt was a plain disappointment to Brit- 
Ons. At this banquet the greatest diplo- 
mats, the leading statesmen, soldiers and 
financiers of the United Kingdom were 
Sathered. Many speeches had been made, 
before the Premier arose. 

After referring to the general status of 
European affairs, the proposed peace con- 
gress and the preparations for war seen 
am ig hand, he came to the Fashoda in-

“We have had,” he said, ‘‘quite recently 
to consider whether the question of a 
European war not very near, but, with 
great interest and consideration, the result 
has turned out happily, though the great 

udgment and common sense displayed by 
‘rance under circumstances of unusual 
difficulty, which I think have relieved 
Europe of a very dangerous and threaten- 
ing storm. 

“While matters were in suspense the 
Government was necessarily forced to take 
precautions that it should not be taken un- 
awares. These precautions were 
prompt and effective, but the immediate 
necessity for them has passed off. 

“There has beer some surprise on both 
sides of the channel at the fact that these 
preparations have not suddenly ceased. 
But it is impossible to stop them at a mo- 
ment’s notice.’ 

After referring to the various rumors of 
intended action arising out of those 
preparations including the seizure of Syria 
and Crete and the declaration of a protec- 
torate over Egypt—the latter allusion be- 
ing greeted with immense cheering—Lord 
Salisbury continued: 

“I am sorry to say I cannot rise to the 
heighth of the aspirations indicated by 
the cheering of the audience. I do not 
venture to prophesy, if we are forced by 
others into a position we do not now oc- 
cupy, what may occur, but we are well 
satisfied with the existing state of things 
and we do not think any cause has arisen 
to necessitate effort on our part at pres- 
ent to modify it. 

“The position causes occasional friction, 
but, taking the situation as a whole and 
considering the feelings of other people, 
as well as our Own, We can reasonably rest 
for the present with the existing state of 
affairs. I must not be understood as mean- 
ing that Great Britain’s position is the 
Same now as it was before the fall of Om- 
durman, but we earnestly hope that cir- 
cumstances will not make it necessary ma- 
terially to modify that position, as we are 
convinced the world would not then get 
on so peaceably as now. 

Referring again to the war preparations, 
and asking his hearers to look at the state 
of the world, Lord Salisbury observed: 

“The Czar has invited a congress to pro- 
vide for the disarmament of the world; but, 
whiie we offer our heartiest tribute 
motives and are willing to assist and sym- 
pathize in every way until the happy day 
when his aspirations are crowned with suc- 
cess, we must still provide 
needful to counteract the 
rounding us. In some respects 
this great epcch in the h:-story 
is marked by unhappy omens.

NEW POSTAL 
“STATION 


Uncle Sam Is Reaching Out 
for Trade. 


GOOD FOR CARRIERS 
AND THE PUBLIC. 


~_~-- — 


ELEVEN NEW STATIONS WILL BE 
ESTABLISHED IN ST. LOUIS’ 
NEXT WE<K. 


OTHERS WILL FOLLOW 
IN A SHORT TIME. 


St. Louis Has Nothing Like the Num- 
ber of Stations That She Is Enti- 
tled to, but Postmaster Baum- 
hoff Hopes to Get Them. 


St. Louis will have eleven new postal 
stations after next Tuesday. This number 
will be doubled soon and if Postmaster 
Baumhoff’s plans do not miscarry the city 
will be dotted with new postal-stations in 
the early future. 

In the past Uncle Sam has been too dig- 
nified and slow-going to enter the lists 
with express companies and compete for 
business. He has decided to adopt new 
tactics and go after legitimate postal busi- 
ness with the same push and energy that 
he went after the Spaniards. Heretofore 


if any one had business with the postal 
department he had to go either to the main 
oftice at Eighth and Ulive streets, or one 
of the few remotely located sub-stations. 
Now Uncle Sam, through his servant, Mr. 
BKaumhoff, is going to the people. 

These 1l new postal stations wiil be regu- 
lar postoffices. One will be able to buy 
stamps and money orders there. He can 
have his letters and parcels registered. 
There will be a general delivery case at 
the new stations and one can have his maii 
addressed to him there and can call for it 
without going downtown. Carriers will re- 
ceive their mail there and it will be routed 
from the new stations. 

When the Government authorizes ail of 
the new stations it has promised Mr. Baum- 
hoff St. Louis will not even then have as 
great a number of stations as the size of 
the city and its commercial importance en- 
titles it to. Balt.more, with a smaller pup- 
uiation, has 68 stations, and Bostun, with 
100,00 less people than St. Louis, has 68 
stations. 

These new stations will all be located 
in drug stores. The reason given by Mr. 
Baumhoff for this ig that everybody, men, 
women and children, can visit drug stores 
with impunity. They are open longer, too, 
than any other class of business houses, 
The establishment of new stations will be 
a bocn tO women who have  postoffice 
money orders to buy or to cash. Any wom- 
an who has had occasion to cash a money 
order realizes the difticulties attending the 
operation, First she has a long trip. Then 
she dreads the big building with various 
passage ways, and she is timid about ap- 
proaching the window for fear some one 
will laugh at her for her ignorance. Then 
in all probability she is not aequainted 
with any one in the office, and will have 
to go cut and get some one to identify 
her. With the new stations all these mat- 
ters will be simplified. The drug store is in 
the neighborhood where she lives. It is 
probable that she knows the druggist per- 
sonally, If she does not she can cross the 
street and the grocer, butcher or baker 
can identify her, 

Then it will lessen the labor of the car- 
rier. Take the new station that will open 
next Tuesday at Channing avenue and 
Olive street. The carrier whose route is 
near there must now be at the main sta- 
tion at 6 o’clock to recelve his mail. He 
must be there strictly on time or he wil] 
lose a day’s time. If he be fivé minutes 
late a substitute is given the route for 
that day. In order to be at the office 
on time he must come down on an ow! 
car and this necessitates his getting up by 
4 o’clock every morning. Then he must 
take a second ride out to his route. 
When the new station 1s opened this 
early morning trip will be dispensed with. 
He can report at the station, fix up his 
mail and within a few minutes after his
